Wahhabeeism in India,
Frim the Pall Mall (Jazetee,

What is the origin and what is the objeot
of the commotion which within the last few
venrs has been noticed mwong the Mussul-
mans in different parts of Indin, and which
very recently cansed some nppreliension of a
('uu'.hrllirnn-l\' at Vellore? Most of the Indian
jotrnals, as also some ofticial papers, desig-
nite the movement as Walhabeeism—a reli-
gioussystem founded by one Abd-nl-Wahhab,
a native of Najd in Arabia, abont the middle
of the last century, and which, with varying
fortune, has maintained its hold over the
conntry Iving to the westward of the Persian
Gulf. “The contral anthority is at Riadh, in

the provinee of "Aredh, where a descendant of
Sa'ud, ‘Abd-ul-Wabhhab's first convert and
military champion, still rules over Najd and
several of the adjacent maritime districts,
The yeligion and government of this sect may
be briefly deseribed as a Mohammedan puri-
tanism, joined to a Bedawin phylarchy, in
which the chief is the politien]l and religious
ruler of the nation.

In their ereed the Wahhabis are perfectly
orthodox; the unity of God is the fundamental
principle of their faith; they believe in Mo-
himnmed, but regard him as essentinlly mortal,
though gifted with a divine mission; and the
[ Koran, and the Koran alone, is their professied
guide in all matters of faith and practice.

| This Intter peenlinrity is the most dangerous

article of their ereed, for it revives the merit
of using arms to convert or destroy heretics
and infidels—a dootrine which, owing to a vi-
riety of canses, too numerons and complicated
to be noticed heve, has been gradually dying
out from swongst wost of the Mussulman
seets.  Ba'md and his successors were strongly
imbued with this dogma, and their zeal in
carrying it out was rewarded by the willing or
foreed subjection of some of the rewmotest
provinees of Arabin to their sway. The Wa-
habhis of the present day ave no less funatical
than their pradocessors, but they have made
no new conguests of late years, and it is no-
torious that some of the maritime tribes on
the Persinn Gulf wonld gladly be freed from
their oppressions, Hence it is not probable
that any emissaries from them have fonnd
their way into India; neither is it likely that
there hag been any intercourse between the
Indinn Mussulmans and these Wahhabis, That
a similar reform may have sprung up among
some of the zealots of the former, half-Hin-
dovized as many of them are, is conceivable;
but we question its having any connection
with Wahhabesism proper, and therefore the
appellation given to it is a misnomer calen-
lated to mislead. Our doubts in this respect
are confirmed by reading in a Madras journal
that *‘these puritans” in that presidency ro-
pudiate the title, “ealling a Walihabee a pig,
and spitting at the same time.” If there 18
any good ground for believing that the movae.

are not confined to the northwest frontier, they

back a8 1801-52, the existencoe of which
was  fivst  communicated to  the loenl

magistrate by the commissioner of the dis-
trict, who had been warned by Lord Willism
Dentinck from Caleutta, in consequence of a
letter addressed to a merchant of that city by
an indige planter settled near Baraset. In
the neighborhood of Caleutta and Daces these

A native police officer,
himself an orthodox Mussulman, who appre-
hended a Wahhabee emissary on his way back
to the hill, was reprimanded for his excess of
zenl, TFortunately an English officer was sub-
sequently able to pounce upon this same
ermlssary, on whose person were found papers
